Chris Novy has posted the updated lists on a computer at 
the Univ. of Illinois. 


Spotting Freqeuncies list: SPOTFREQ. DOC 
Ham radio and Civil Defense frequencies which have carried useful info 


during severe weather are listed, primarily in the 2m band. The list 
focuses on the Plains States where most of the mobile spotting is done. 
The area is rougly within a line from E. Wyoming to Indiana to 
Mississippi to SW Texas to Wyoming.
